Commons according to their wonted prudence , have 
been pleaſed to ſuſpend their judgement therein , and to 
give us thereby an occaſion to lay our innocence more open , 
! and to giye more publique and convincing proofs of the ſin- 
f . cerity of our intentions; We havethoughr it neceſſary to add, 
that to let your Majeſty, and all your Kingdom ſee, that we 
do not affett to ſpeak of Peace ( as islayd to'our charge) with 
out really deſiring the ſame, and that we are farr from entrenche 
ing ourſelves within generall words, without coming to any 
particular overtures, Weare ready to renew with your Majeſty 
the Treaty which you concluded with us at Bred in the year

what Territoryesor Forts your Majeſty may have conquerred. 
But becauſe your Majeſty ſeemeth above all to complain , that 


| we do highly offend you, by propoſing to. your Majeſty to 


kave your Allyes, to whom you have promiſed not to treat ſepa» 


* rately, whileſt we do eſtablish it for a fundamental paint, thatwe 


cann*t break the word we havegiven ours, without wrongingour 


! * honour, as if your Majeſty wasto value yours leſs: We beleech 
' your Mafeſty to conſider, there is a vaſt difference between your 
engagements & ours , as well asin the carriageofthoſe we arere- 
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ſpeRively allyed with: And your Majeſty may with as much Ju. 
ſtice as glory quench a fire, which hath alrcady ſpredit ſelf mach 
further than you did think at firſt ; whereas we could not forſake 
our Allyes, without being guilty of the greateſt ingratitude, and 
without deſtroying Europe by deſtroying ourſelves. When your 
Majeſty did at firſt joyn with our Ennemics, you did ſeem to int- 
end only to bring our Commanwealch low ; But now the War 
is grown a generall one ; and the Spanish Netherlands for 
the preſervation of which your Majeſty hath alwayes appeared 
ſo zealous, are noleſs concerned in it than our ſelves, as well as 
the greateſt part of the Empire. 

Beſides, your Majeſty hath ſo much the leſs realon to continue
